"at this afternoon's session, Mr. 
Schoonover said he planned to 
point out to growers how they S| 
regulate heaters to keep them 
from smoking and to urge that 
they be cleaned properly. 

Asked what the average grower 
could do to test his own equip- 
ment, Mr. Schoonover said: 

“A grower should place four of 
his heaters in the backyard. Set 
them to burn at four different 
rates—low medium, medium, low 
high and high. Watch them until 
midnight;; Then look at them in 
the morning. A grower can learn 
much from that procedure. He 
will know what to look for and he 
can judge by the performance as 
to what flame produces more heat 
and less smoke.” 

The smoke-testing device is a 
massive affair. Its rubber-tired 
two wheels support the instru- 
ments. A chimney extends back 
eight feet with a hood fitting down 
over a heater. Smoke from the 
heater follows the chimney and is 
registered on a piece of felt. The 
amount of carbon collected on the 


felt is measured by a device at) 


the conclusion of the brief test. 
This machine is similar to the 

one to be used by the county in 

enforcing of the new heating law.

While the report does not con- 
clusively close the possibilities of 
federal aid for the municipal build- 
ing, some of the city officials are 
not hopeful of getting any funds. 

Under these circumstances the 
city hall situation is the same as 
it was prior to filing of the PWA 
project. Sum of $40,000 is on de- 
posit, it being set aside for the city 
hall construction. 

City councilmen, it is under- 
stood, do not have any definite 
plans as to what will be the next 
step concerning the building pro- 
gram.
